ands of years and have become the 
source of dance-drama in the Hin- 
du world. . 

Shivaram has been trained in 
the Kathakali since early child- 
hood.

Cameron Addresses 
Phi Epsilon Alpha 

Dr. Cameron, of the Allen Me- 
morial Institute, last night 

addressed the Phi Epsilon Alpha 
Society on tho topic "Psychiatry 
and its Impact on Modem 
Thought". 

Dr. Can\eron dealt with five 
areas in which psychiatry has ef- 
fected everyday thinking. He men- 
tioned that general attitudes about 
sex and women have changed con- 
siderably since the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and, stated that psychiatry 
is attempting to help man to de- 
velop in his quest to extend his 
control over his own resourc^es. 

The idea of man as rational being 
hiis been modified, and we are now 
beginning to understand the irra- 
tionalities that appear in man, 
he said. Dr. Cameron pointed out 
that values are relative and that 
they reside in the person and not 
in the act. 

Man's conception of time, and 
his study of science itself have been 
made more relevant to the indi- 
vidual rather thiyi to absolute va- 
lues. Dr. Cameron emphasized that 
there is a great difference beween 
being able to as^ver' questions and 
beiiip able to find new questions 
to be answered. Tho latter, he 
said, far outweijghs the former, 
though both are necessary.
